GRAIN  STOCKS  REPORT  AS  OF  APRIL  1,  1956 


Stocks  stored  in  all  positions  on  April  1 were  record  large  for  corn  with 
2,  291  million  bushels,  wheat  at  1,  288  million  bushels,  and  oats  at  674  million 
bushels.  The  off-farm  total  of  125  million  bushels  of  sorghum  grain  (farm 
stocks  are  not  estimated  on  April  1)  is  also  largest  of  record.  The  23,  7 mil- 
lion bushels  of  rye  are  the  largest  April  1 stocks  since  1944  and  barley  stocks 
are  nearly  equal  to  the  record  stocks  of  a year  ago.  The  tonnage  of  feed  grains 
in  all  positions  is  the  largest  in  the  14  year  series  available  for  April  1,  These 
totals  were  assembled  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Boards  bringing  together  com- 
mercial stocks  at  terminals,  as  reported  by  the  Grain  Division  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Marketing  Service;  grains  reported  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
as  owned  and  stored  in  bins,  ships  and  other  storages  under  CCC  control  and 
in  transit;  estimates  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  for  stocks  on  farms  and  at 
merchant  mills  and  interior  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses. 

Wheat  stocks  of  1,  288  million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  April  1 are 
the  largest  for  that  date  in  the  comparable  series  beginning  in  1935,  This  total 
is  4 percent  larger  than  a year  earlier,  the  previous  record  holdings,  and  more 
than  double  the  1945-54  April  1 average.  The  stocks  total  was  more  than  a third 
larger  than  the  1955  production,  reflecting  the  record  large  carry-over  of  old 
wheat  on  July  1,  a large  part  of  which  was  Government  owned.  Current  stocks 
are  less  than  January  1,  1956  stocks  by  254  million  bushels  or  16  percent. 

Off-farm  wheat  stocks  of  1,  069  bushels,  4 percent  larger  than  a year  ear- 
lier,  were  a record  total  for  the  date  with  holdings  at  record  levels  for  all  off- 
farm  positions  except  merchant  mills.  Of  this  total,  more  than  nine-tenths 
was  either  owned  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  or  was  warehouse- 
stored  wheat  under  Government  commodity  loans.  Stocks  of  wheat  on  farms 
at  219  million  bushels  were  slightly  above  a year  ago  with  nearly  two-thirds  of 
the  total  under  Government  loan. 

The  off-farm  total  includes  103  million  bushels  at  merchant  mills,  468  mil- 
lion at  interior  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses  and  366  million  bushels  com- 
mercial stocks  at  terminals.  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  had  a record 
total  for  the  date  of  132  million  bushels  stored  in  bins  under  CCC  control,  aboard 
ships  in  the  '‘mothball  fleet”  and  in  transit  to  ports.  Other  Government-owned 
wheat  is  included  in  the  estimate  for  the  position  where  stored. 

Rye  stocks  of  23,  7 million  bushels  in  all  positions  on  April  1 were  the  larg- 
est since  1944  and  17  percent  larger  than  on  this  same  date  a year  earlier.  Farm 
stocks  of  rye,  estimated  at  11.  2 million  bushels,  which  account  for  about  47 
percent  of  the  total  stocks  in  all  positions,  were  40  percent  larger  than  last  year 
and  the  largest  on  this  date  since  1943.  Stocks  of  rye  at  interior  mills  and 
elevators  reported  at  8,2  million  bushels,  were  almost  2 1/2  times  as  large  as 
a year  earlier  and  the  largest  of  record.  Rye  stocks  at  terminals  of  4,  3 mil- 
lion bushels  were  only  about  half  as  large  as  January  1 and  a year  ago  while 
holdings  in  CCC  bins  were  quite  small.  Stocks  on  farms  and  at  interior  mills 
and  elevators  account  for  about  four-fifths  of  the  total. 
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Stocks  of  corn  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1 at  Z,  291  million  bushels, 
were  the  largest  of  record,  7 percent  above  the  2,133  million  bushels  in  storage 
a year  ago  and  47  percent  above  average.  About  one-half  of  the  stocks  were 
under  loan  to  or  owned  by  CCC.  Of  the  total  stocks,  1,477  million  bushels  were 
on  farms--  up  about  4 percent  from  a year  ago.  The  CCC  had  534  million  bush- 
els in  Government  owned  bins  compared  with  513  million  bushels  a year  ago. 
Interior  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses  had  an  all  time  high  of  200  million 
bushels  on  hand  April  1 compared  with  138  million  bushels  a year  earlier.  Corn 
stocks  at  terminals  totaled  80  million  bushels,  well  above  the  56  million  bushels 
a year  ago  and  more  than  double  the  April  1 average. 

Disappearance  of  corn  from  all  positions  during  the  January-March  quarter 
was  767  million  bushels  compared  with  692  million  bushels  the  same  quarter  a 
year  ago  and  the  average  of  764  million  bushels. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  all  positions  are  estimated  at  674  million  bushels--a  record 
high.  This  is  nearly  one-tenth  above  last  year,  and  one-fourth  more  than  the 
10-year  average.  More  than  half  the  Nation*s  stocks  are  concentrated  in  4 States-- 
Minnesota,  111  million  bushels;  Iowa,  110  million;  South  Dakota  65  million  and 
Wisconsin,  64  million  bushels. 

Farm  stored  oats  at  a record  of  588  million  bushels  represent  87  percent  of 
the  April  1 total  scocks,  a somewhat  smaller  portion  than  usual.  Holdings  of 
55  million  bushels  in  interior  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses  are  also  the  larg- 
est ever  held  in  that  position.  The  total  of  25  million  bushels  stored  in  term- 
inals, although  nearly  two-fifths  larger  than  last  year,  has  been  exceeded  three 
times  during  the  past  30  years.  Oats  stored  by  CCC  in  their  own  bins  is  report- 
ed at  5 million  bushels,  more  than  double  last  year’s  total.  Disappearance  of 
409  million  bushels  since  January  1,  1956  is  larger  than  usual,  and  compares 
with  395  million  bushels  for  the  corresponding  quarter  last  year. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  all  positions  on  April  1 totaled  206.3  million  bushels,  the 
second  largest  of  record  and  exceeded  only  slightly  by  last  year’s  all-time  high 
total  of  206,  5 million  bushels.  Of  the  current  holdings,  115.  8 million  bushels 
were  on  farms --the  second  largest  farm  stocks  since  1943;  68.  5 million  bushels 
were  in  interior  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses--the  largest  of  record;  and 
21.  7 million  bushels  were  in  terminals--the  largest  in  5 years.  Disappearance 
of  98,1  million  was  the  largest  of  record. 

Sorghum  grain  stocks  estimates  are  available  as  of  April  Ifor  only  the  off- 
farm  positions.  The  off-farm  stocks  total  was  an  April  1 record  of  124,  7 million 
bushels  compared  with  120,  6 million  bushels  a year  ago.  Of  the  current  total, 

90.  8 million  bushels  were  in  interior  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses  up-*-*.8.  7 
million  bushels  from  a year  ago--and  33,9  million  bushels  were  in  terminals-- 
down  4,  5 million  bushels  from  a year  ago.
